comer let him show himself eager to be of 
service, and impress upon his customer the 
feeling that his is a home store, where ac¬ 
commodation may be found alike for the 
one in easy circumstances as well as for those 
who are obliged to be economical, in short, 
where everything is made as pleasant as pos¬ 
sible for all, whether they may buy liberally 
or whether they may choose to buy not at all. 

Every possible allowance should be made 
for the fussy or impatient customer. These 
may have been obliged to walk about in the 
heated streets, or have been subjected to an¬ 
noyance in their shopping tours, while the 
storekeeper has been under shelter. A little 
patient attention and well-tempered sympathy 
with his customer’s grievances without a dis¬ 
play, however, of exasperating coolness, will 
do much to calm a customer, as will the com¬ 
fortable surroundings of a well-kept store.

HINTS FOR THE SUMMER. 

During the summer months, which now¬ 
adays extend almost to October, it will be well 
for the bookseller to learn to keep cool by 
every means at his command. We have al¬ 
ready pointed out the importance of keeping 
the store cool, well aired and roomy. It is 
just as important that the bookseller and his 
assistants give the impression of being cool 
inside the store, however aggravating the 
weather outside, and the crankiness of their 
customers. 

Keeping cool is a detail that may be easily 
acquired'. Light clothing and proper diet 
help considerably, but the essential is self- 
control. The bookseller must not get nervous 
or rattled. He must not let a little rush of 
business during the heated term excite him 
so much that he cannot properly attend to it. 
Let him take things as they come, in an 
easy way. Fretting and fuming do not help 
any—they only induce perspiration. 

This, of all seasons of the year, is the one 
in which to cultivate sociability. As far as 
possible let the proprietor of the store possess 
himself of an easy frame of mind, and take 
an interest in those who are buying—a luxury 
in which he cannot always indulge himself 
during the fall and holiday season, much as 
he may desire to do so.

BUCKRAM OR SHEEP. 

The problem of binding is, or has been, a 
hard one for the law librarian to solve, but at 
the present time there seems to be a ray of 
light ahead. 

At the second annual meeting of the Amer¬ 
ican Association of Law Libraries, held at 
Asheville, N. C., May 24-28, 1907,, a resolution 
was adopted requesting the publishers of the 
various reports, digests, statutes, etc., to bind 
a sufficient number of copies of their publi¬ 
cations in the buckram or cloth binding to 
supply the libraries preferring that kind of 
binding. In accordance with this resolution 
a committee on binding was appointed, and 
the report rendered at the third annual meet¬ 
ing, held at Minnetonka, Minn., June 22-27, 
1908, is as follows: 

The following reports can now be ob¬ 
tained in cloth binding: United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals Reports, United States In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission, United States 
Supreme Court Reports.

This report is very gratifying, inasmuch as 
it shows that we can now continue 47 sets of 
reports in the buckram or cloth binding. 

Publishers generally and the majority of 
law librarians have realized the superior qual¬ 
ities of the buckram binding, and the reason 
it has not been used more extensively by 
publishers is due to two causes. First, it js 
difficult to persuade the lawyer who has built 
up a library of sheep bound books to buy 
them bound in any other material. 

The second objection is the various grades 
and colors of buckram that have been used. 
We can all go to our shelves and pick out 
books bound in light yellow, dark yellow, 
grey, brown, and even red. What we need 
now .is to have the publishers agree on a 
standard grade of buckram in a color that 
wiH correspond as nearly as possible with our 
sheep bound books. 

The best sheep bound books rarely last 
over seven years, whereas the buckram bound 
books last indefinitely. Owing to the ex¬ 
tremely large bills for rebinding which have 
been a continual drain on the law libraries 
during the last few years, the American As¬ 
sociation of Law Libraries felt it their duty 
to take some action in this matter, and in in¬ 
ducing so many publishers to use the buckram 
binding they have conferred a favor not only 
upon all the law libraries, but upon the entire 
legal profession.

REDUCED RATES FOR MERCHANTS 
TO NEW YORK. 

This season’s merchants’ reduced rates, a 
fare and one-half for the round trip, effective 
under the certificate plan, will apply to New 
York City from the territories of the West¬ 
ern Passenger Association and the South¬ 
western Excursion Bureau. These rates have 
been arranged by the Merchants’ Association 
of New York. The first-named section ex¬ 
tends west of the Mississippi River to Den¬ 
ver, north of St. Louis, Mo. The South¬ 
western territory consists of the States of 
Arkansas, Oklahoma, Texas, and that part of 
Missouri south of the Missouri River. 

On the initiative of the Rock Island-Frisco 
lines, the rate has been granted by practically 
all the railroads in the West and the South¬ 
west. That system authorized merchants’ 
rates to trade centres on specific dates. The 
other roads took similar action to meet the 
competition. August 1st to 5th, inclusive, 
with a return limit to August 30th, was the 
first series of dates announced for New York 
City. 

A second series of dates, August I5th-igth, 


inclusive, with final return limit to September 
13th, is now being arranged from the juris¬ 
diction of the Western Passenger Association 
and the Southwestern Excursion Bureau. 
The Rock Island-Frisco system has given no¬ 
tice that it would make the rates on those 
dates. It is probable, therefore, that the 
other lines in the respective territories, list 
of which is given below, will also make the 
same concession. 

The Merchants’ Association of New York 
will send to the retail merchants in Arkansas, 
Colorado, Iowa, Kansas, Minnesota, Missouri, 
Nebraska, North Dakota, Oklahoma, South 
Dakota, New Mexico, Texas, Wisconsin, and 
the northern part of Illinois, circulars giving 
full particulars as to the dates, rates, condi¬ 
tions, etc. Local ticket agents in the territory 
will also be able to supply detailed informa¬ 
tion.

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OBITUARY NOTES. 

John Laverty, a well-known commercial 
traveller, died suddenly at his home, 136 
Madison Street, Brooklyn, N. Y., July 30. 
Though under the doctor’s care more or less 
since last October, and “out of harness,” 
Laverty was confined to his house only a 
short time. Indeed, the day before his death 
he joined his family in an outing to Coney 
Island. On the day of his death he dined as 
usual with his family. After dinner he went 
to his room to rest. A little later he was 
found lifeless in a chair, death apparently 
having come almost instantly after he reached 
his room. Laverty was born in New York 
City, in 1852. After leaving school he ob¬ 
tained employment with Cassell, Petter & 
Galpin, afterward Cassell & Co., and later 
the Cassell Publishing Company, working his 
way up to the position of traveller, his asso¬ 
ciates being Welsh and Turner. In 1895, 
when the American corporation of Cassell 
Publishing Company failed, Laverty joined 
the travelling force of A. L. Burt & Co. He 
covered the territory from Bangor, Me., to 
the Pacific Coast, mostly in the northern- part 
of the country. He came home from his 
New England trip about the last of October, 
1907, and then determined to rest for a time. 
Unable to gain strength enough to resume 
his trips, he resigned his position in hopes 
that as milder weather would set in his com¬ 
plete recovery would be assured. Mr. Lav- 
erfty was loved and respected by all with 
whom he came into contact. He stood well 
with his firm because of his conscientious 
work; he was well liked by his customers, 
who regarded him as their friend and coun¬ 
cillor, many refusing to make purchases until 
he had come along to show them what he 
had to offer; and he was esteemed by his 
colleagues as a man who was to be depended 
upon under all circumstances. Mr. Macrae, 
of E. P. Dutton & Co., who knew Laverty 
intimately, on learning of his death, wrote to 
his widow 7 : “Personally, I knew your husband 
to be a man of rare integrity—and of great 
kindliness of heart. Rarely have I met in 
life a man so broad and kind and charitable 
to his fellow-men.” Mr. Laverty was one of 
the charter members of The Booksellers’ 
League, and a member of Bethel Lodge, No. 
733, F. and A. M., under whose auspices the 
funeral service was conducted. 

Miss Katharine Prescott Wormeley, who 
has been best known for her excellent trans¬ 
lations from the French, in which field she 
had been a prolific worker, died August 3 at 
Jackson, N. PI. Miss Wormeley was born 
in Ipswich, England, January 14, 1830, and 
was a daughter of Ralph Randolph Worme¬ 
ley, a Virginian by birth, who became rear- 
admiral in the English navy, and Caroline 
Preble Wormeley, a niece of Commodore 
Edward Preble, founder of the United 
States Navy. Miss Wormeley came to the 
United States in girlhood with her sister, 
Elizabeth Wormeley Latimer, a distin¬ 
guished author. She took an active in¬ 
terest in the relief of Union soldiers during 


the war between the States, and at that time 
she was connected with the United States 
Sanitary Commission. She wrote a book on 
the work of the commission in 1863, and also 
wrote a “Life of Balzac” in 1890, and “The 
Cruel Side of the War” in 1899. She made 
the following translations: “Works of Honore 
de Balzac,” forty volumes, 1883-1897; Mo- 
liere, six volumes, 1892; “Due de Saint- 
Simon,” “Versailles Historical Memoirs,” 
twenty volumes, 1898-1901; Daudet’s “Tar- 
tarin,” tw r o volumes, and “Kings in Exile,” 
two volumes, in 1899. Her sister, Elizabeth 
Wormeley Latimer, who died in 1904, was 
eight years her senior. Mrs. Latimer pub¬ 
lished many novels and modern historical 
w 7 orks, and until the death of her husband, in 
1856, wrote frequently for the magazines. A 
younger sister, Mrs. Ariane Randolph 
Wormeley Curtis, wrote “The Coming 
Woman, or, the Spirit of ’76,” a parlor play, 
which had considerable vogue in its day. The 
three sisters were the joint authors of “Recol¬ 
lections of Ralph Randolph Wormeley, Rear 
Admiral, R. N., Written Down by His Three 
Daughters,” which w r as published in 1879. 

Bronson Howard, the dean of American 
dramatists, died on August 4 at the Avon 
Inn, at Avon-by-the-Sea, N. J. Mr. Howard 
w 7 as born in Detroit, Mich., October 17, 1842, 
and was educated at Russell’s Institute, near 
New Haven, Conn. It had been bis intention 
to enter Yale, but owing to trouble with his 
eyes he decided upon a journalistic career. 
Coming to New York City, he was en¬ 
gaged on various papers for several years, 
and eventually drifted to London, where he 
wrote for the Pall Mall Gazette. In 1864 be 
brought out his first play, “Fantine,” founded 
on Victor Hugo’s “Les Miserables.” In 1879 
Daly brought out his “Saratoga,” which made 
a fortune for Howard and his manager. This 
was followed by “Diamonds,” “Moorcroft,” 
“The Banker’s Daughter,” “Old Love Let¬ 
ters,” “Hurricanes,” “Wives,” “The Young 
Mrs. Winthrop,” “One of Our Girls,” “Aris¬ 
tocracy,” “Shenandoah.” from which Howard 
is said to have realized $200,000 alone; 
“Baron Rudolph,” “Met by Chance,” “The 
Henrietta” and “Peter Stuyvesant,” the last 
of which was the joint work of Mr. Howard 
and Brander Matthews. He founded the 
American Dramatists Club, and was its first 
president. He was also prominent in the 
struggle to obtain proper protection for dra¬ 
matic copyright. 

William Potts, well known in social re¬ 
form circles, died on July 29 at Philadelphia, 
where he was born on May 5, 1838. After 
passing through the schools he was engaged 
in the insurance and banking business, but 
early devoted himself to guild and settlement 
work and political and social reform. He was 
an officer of a number of societies, including 
the position of chief examiner for the New 
York State Civil Service Commission. He 
was the author of “Noblesse Oblige,” “Evolu¬ 
tion of Vegetable Life,” “Evolution and So¬ 
cial Reform,” “The Socialistic Method,” 
“Form and Color in Nature,” “The Monetary 
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Problem,” “From a New England Hillside” 
and “'More Notes from Underledge.” He 
compiled “Statistics of Societies,” and the 
list of “Publications of Societies” issued by 
the Office of The Publishers' Weekly. 

Samuel Erasmus Moffett, a well-known 
journalist, one of the editors of Collier's 
Weekly , was drowned on August 1, while 
bathing in the surf at Normandie-by-the-Sea. 
Mr. Moffett was born in St. Louis, Mo., No¬ 
vember 5, i860. His mother was Pamela A. 
Clemens, a sister of “Mark Twain.” He be¬ 
gan his journalistic career on the San Fran¬ 
cisco Post. After that he was associated 
with the San Francisco Examiner , and the 
New York Journal and World. From 1891- 
1893 he was managing editor of The Cosmo¬ 
politan Magazine, and since 1904 he has been 
connected with Collier’s. He was author of 
^“The Tariff—What it is and What it Does,” 
“Chapters on Silver” and “Suggestions on 
Government.” 

George A. Raisbeck, president of the Philip 
Hake Manufacturing Company of New_York 
City, with his wife, lost their lives on July 27, 
in Lake Sylvia, Minn. It is thought that Mrs. 
Raisbeck, while out boating with her hus¬ 
band, fell dead of heart disease into the lake, 
and that the husband, in trying to recover her 
body, was drowned. 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Miss Anna McClure Sholl, whose third 
novel, “The Greater Love,” has just been 
published, is a niece of the distinguished 
Browning scholar and friend of Browning, 
Dr. Hiram Corson, who for over thirty years 
filled the chair of English Literature in Cor¬ 
nell University. 

Rex Beach, the novelist, who has just 
reached Seattle, Wash., from a bear-hunting 
trip in Alaska, is confined in a local hospital 
under the care of an eye specialist with a 
serious attack of iritis, which, it is feared, 
may result in permanent loss of sight. The 
affliction resulted from exposure while hunt¬ 
ing in the Copper River country. 

“The Gentleman” is the title of a forth¬ 
coming romance of the sea by Alfred Olli¬ 
vant, author of “Bob, Son of Battle.” The 
story, it is said, deals with an attempt by 
Napoleon to kidnap Nelson during the ad¬ 
miral’s visit to England. The “Gentleman” 
of the story, Napoleon’s agent in the attempt, 
is an Irishman, a soldier, a poet and a peer, 
i t The book is described as “an epic of im- 
perialism.” 

Richard^ Watson Gilder, who may be 
called the foremost American poet of to-day, 
has had conferred upon him by France the 
Order of the Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honor. This is a well-deserved compliment, 
for Mr. Gilder has combined practical service 
in civic reform with the writing of verse that 
goes to the heart of city misrule and evil. 
The first complete edition of Mr. Gilder’s 
poems will be published by Houghton-Mifflin 
Company in October. 


JOURNALISTIC NOTES. 

The Franklin Printer is the title of a new 
monthly magazine devoted to the interests of 
the Western Master Printers’ Association, 
whose official organ it is, and to the advance¬ 
ment of the printing craft in general. The 
first issue, dated July, contains an account of 
the Western Master Printers’ Association, 
with portraits of its officers, also articles of 
interest to printers on estimates, advertising, 
cover designs, reciprocity, etc., trade notes 
and other departments. The subscription 
price is one dollar a year, and the publishers 
are The Franklin Association, 150 Pine Street, 
San Francisco, Cal. 

The Grafton Press, New York City, has 
just brought out the first issue of The Graf¬ 
ton Magazine of “ History and Genealogy , a 
quarterly periodical. The contents include 
the. address on “The Society of the Cincin¬ 
nati and its Future,” delivered by Charles B. 
Alexander, of the Pennsylvania Society, be¬ 
fore the Rhode Island Society June 4, 1908; 
an interesting article on “Ideal Newport of 
the Eighteenth Century.” by William B. 
Weeden, of Providence, whose work as an 
historical writer is already widely known; 
“The Strange Story of Roger Williams,” by 
Edmund J. Carpenter, of Milton, Mass., who 
has made a special study of Roger Williams; 
also, “The Ancient Stirlings of Cadder, Sher- 
riffs of Sterling, and Some Others,” by Al¬ 
bert M. Sterling, the author of “The Sterling 
Family Histor}',” now in process of printing. 
Miss Catherine V. C. Mathews’s story of 
“Andrew Ellicott, an Astronomer, Surveyor 
and Soldier of a Hundred Years Ago,” sup¬ 
plements. very entertainingly some of the 
features in “Ellicott’s Life and Letters” which 
has recently been published under her editor¬ 
ship. In the genealogical department is an 
interesting account of the first two immi¬ 
grants of the Jewett family, and shows their 
connection with England.

LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

As a result of a strike order more than 
2200 employees of the International Paper 
Company were thrown out of employment on 
August 3 by the closing down of mills in 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont and New 
York. 

Albert T. I-Iuntington, 1265 Bedford Ave¬ 
nue, Brooklyn, N. Y., has just ready a helpful 
book for young mothers, entitled “The Baby, 
its care and development,”. by Dr. Le Grand 
Kerr, a well-known authority on the diseases 
of children. 

J. F. Meehan, the bookseller of Bath, Eng., 
has contributed to the Bath Beacon for July 
an interesting article on Christopher Anstey 
and his “New Bath Guide,” to which Smol¬ 
lett’s “Humphrey Clinker” owes much as far 
as characters and situations are concerned. 

While Milton’s “Comus” was being per¬ 
formed at Cambridge, Eng., the other day, 
in honor of his tercentenary, a copy of the 
work was put up for sale at Sotheby’s. It 
was a copy of the first edition, (1637,) and 
was bought by Quaritch at £ 317. Fifty years 
ago a similar copy fetched £11. 

Cassell & Co. announce a work entitled 
“Tragic Russia,” by Wieslaw Sclavus, trans¬ 
lated by the Viscount de Buscancy, written, 
according to the preface, “from the point of 
view that such a history as that, of Russia is 
an unanswered argument against despotic 
power;” also, Clement Shorter’s “Napoleon 
and His Fellow Travellers.” 

Ginn & Co. will publish in the fall a work 
on “Colonization,” by Professor Albert G. 


Keller, of Yale. It is a study in founding 
new societies, and includes the less accessible 
passages of history, omitting from consider¬ 
ation the English and French colonies and 
the enterprises of those people who have only 
lately attempted the work of colonization. 

Part of the cargo of the steamship Jeanara , 
which sailed recently from a Brooklyn, N. Y., 
pier bound for Australia, consisted of five 
large cases of books, weighing over a ton. 

The books were all bound volumes of Sewell 
Ford’s “Side Stepping with Shorty,” pub¬ 
lished early , in June of this year by Mitchell 
Kennerley, and the shipment was a response 
to a cable order from Melbourne. 

The John Lane Company begin this week 
the publication of their complete limited edi¬ 
tion of the works of Anatole France, who is 
in this country probably the best known and 
the least read of living French writers. They 'T 
have selected “The Mother of Pearl” for the 
initial volume as an especially fitting example 
of the art of this French master. This vol¬ 
ume will be followed by “The Red Lily,” 
“The Garden of Epicurus,” and other well 
known novels, essays and biographies during 
the summer and autumn, until the complete 
works have been issued. 

John C. Winston & Co. have just issued 
a handsome volume entitled “Historic Houses 
and Gardens,” by Charles P'rancis Osborne, 
assistant professor of the history of architec¬ 
ture in the University of Pennsylvania, with 
an introduction by Frank Miles Day, former 
president of the American Institute of Ar¬ 
chitects. Separate chapters are devoted to 
thirty of the world’s great houses and gar¬ 
dens, from the Achilleion, on the island of 
Corfu, to the noted show places in Europe, 
the East, and to the remains of the “floating 
gardens of Mexico.” The final chapter deals 
with the gardens and grounds of Mount Ver¬ 
non, and this is all that America has to show 
in this compilation. 

Fleming H. Reveli. Company have just 
published two books by Edmond Privat, one, 
“Esperanto at a Glance,” and the other, “Es¬ 
peranto in Fifty Lessons.” Mr. Privat is the 
Swiss representative of the International So¬ 
ciety and is now in this country as ambas¬ 
sador of the new tongue. His success at 
Chautauqua and other summer assemblies is 
already most remarkable. He has succeeded 
in organizing a large and enthusiastic Amer¬ 
ican Esperanto Association which has in¬ 
vited the next International Conference to 
meet at Chautauqua next year, a rather im¬ 
posing sum of money being already pledged ^ 
to guarantee the success of the meeting. 
They will bring out shortly a 600-page “Eng- 
lish-Esperanto Dictionary,” by Joseph Rhodes. 

The Hills & Hafely Co., 27 East Twenty- 
second Street, New York City, will issue 
next week a small but choice line of Jewish 
New Year cards. It consists of 14 designs to 
retail at five cents, 12 designs to retail at ten 
cents, and 5 designs to retail at twenty-five 
cents. The five-cent series comprises folders 
and leaflets. The ten-cent series are leaflets 
with handsomely embellished parchment and 
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board covers. The Iwenty-five-cent series 
are dainty booklets with ornate covers, hand- 
painted, inlaid with mother-of-pearl, etc.,^ and 
tied with silk cord or silk ribbon.. These 
cards appeal to society trade; the designs are 
seasonable and the mottos and greetings are 
appropriate. The editions which have been 
prepared are very limited. Jewish New Year 
this season falls on September 26, and dealers, 
in order to secure supplies, should place their 
orders without delay. 

Henry Carey Baird, 810 Walnut Street, 
Philadelphia, has written and published for 
free distribution two tracts, entitled respect¬ 
ively “'American and English Banking Con¬ 
trasted, an issue for Mr. Carnegie, together 
with an Attempt to Explain the Very Simple 
Cause of the New York City Bank Crisis of 
1907,” and “ ‘Fiat’, the Sign and Token of 
Real Money Mexico's Fatal Blunder: the 
Gold Standard.” These pamphlets are part 
of the result of close on to fifty years of study 
of economic studies. Whether one agrees with 
Mr. Baird or not, it is always a pleasure to read' 
what he has to say, because he says it all 
in such an original way and in such incisive 
language. Although Mr. Baird will be eighty- 
three years old on the 10th of September next, 
his hand has lost none of its cunning and he 
is just as earnest in laboring for the amelior¬ 
ation of the condition of mankind and in the 
uplifting of his native land as he was half a 
•century ago. 

Henry Altemus Company has just brought 
out an interesting book, entitled “How to 
Dress a Doll,” by Mary H. Morgan, an ex¬ 
perienced teacher of sewing, who knows every 
•difficulty likely to beset little needlewomen. 
Her aim has been to overcome these diffi¬ 
culties by explaining every process so fully 
and clearly that even her youngest reader 
can understand. Frequent reference to a 
profusion of pictures, diagrams and patterns 
goes still further toward the simplification of 
the text. This book is far more than a mere 
guide to doll dressmaking.
